The 
talented senior continued his 
high level of play and unselfish- 
ness in leading the Ramblers this 
year. He stepped up his game as 
injuries mounted for the team and 
helped pull them through a tough 
part of the schedule, setting the 
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tone for another unbelievable run 
in March.

(#3) Mason Gardner, 
Boyne City, senior 


As noted earlier, the tal- 
ented five position player 
helped lead the team to a 
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runner-up finish in the Lake 
Michigan Conference as well as 
the quarterfinals in the Ramblers 
first season in Class B. 

“Mason REALLY stepped up 
and took the leadership role for 
our team this year. He has always

been good 
player but our 
team doesn’t 
reach its poten- 
tial without his 
leading by ex- 
ample,” Boyne 
coach Nick 
Redman said. 
“He is one of 
best all around 
players in Northern Michigan, he deserves it. 

Gardner would take opponents off the drib- 
ble, dish to an open teammate for a good look 
at the hoop or go take it to the rack himself 
and finish with a high-flying slam or if you 
tried to take away the lane, he would drop ina 
long-range triple. 

Mason finished the season with a 12.5 point 
per game average, 6.3 rebounds, 3.1 assists, 2.3 
steals and one block per contest, while shoot- 
ing 50 percent from the floor and 75 percent 
from the charity stripe. 

“Out of my four years of playing at Boyne 
City High School, I have had several roll mod- 
els to look up to. I wanted to be explosive like 
Ryan Carson, shoot like Derek Wills, and 
command the floor like Jay Redmen. I wanted 
to be as quick as Maceo Vromen, and a leader 
like Corey Redman. But above all I wanted to 
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be unselfish just like my brother Dalton Gard- 


ner. The way the ball moved around from 
player to player was so unique when my 
brother played. The ball would touch every- 
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one’s hands before going in the basket,” 
Mason said. “As I progressed in my years of 
playing this stuck with me throughout the 
whole way through. Especially with the team 
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that I finished with my senior year. I didn’t 
need to be the leading scorer, or the best three 
point shooter. All I had to do was keep the 
movement going. If I could get the ball to the 
other four guys on the court, it was a guaran- 
tee that we were going to score. It also leads 
up to the expression that I strongly believe in. 
“Basketball doesn’t build character, it reveals 
it.” It shows what kind of man you are in the 
real life. Are you someone that slacks off and 
only goes 50 percent, or are you someone 
that’s going to grind through diversity’s and 
give it the full 100 percent.” 

“Tn a my years here at Boyne I have gave 
nothing less then my best effort forward in 
any given situation. The thing that is so spe- 
cial about this years team was that everyone 
believed it to. In every single playoff game we 
were the “underdogs” the “lucky ones”. 
Everyone on that team knew that if everyone 
gave it there all we were going to win. We 
proved it in every single March game, and 
that is why this team was my favorite to be 
apart of. We had pride. We didn’t care what 
your record is or what your best player can 
do. When it came down to it...we out worked 
all of those teams because we had pride. 
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Pride for ourselves and pride 
for each other. What I loved 
so much about this team was 
we played with a chip on our 
shoulder. We walked into a 
gym and the other team 
knew instantly that they had 
a fight on their hands. So out 
of all of my roll models that 
Ihave looked up to over the 
course of my time here at 
Boyne, nobody had the 
biggest influence on me than 
this years team. I believe that 
we were the toughest team 
ever to wear blue and white, 
and they will never be a team 
like that to come through 
ever again. I’m proud to bea 
Rambler, and I will be for the 
rest of my life.” 


(#10) Dylon Williams, 
Boyne City, senior 


Williams stepped into a 
much larger role for the 
Ramblers this year. After 
playing travel ball in the off- 
season, the always talented 
big man, with defensive 
skills that coaches seek if 
they are on their team and 
try to steer clear of if they 
are the opponent. 

Dylon finished the season 
with a six ppg average, while 
hauling in four rebounds per 
game and blocked nearly two 
shots per outing. 

“Hard to go by just stats 
for Dylon,” Boyne coach 
Nick Redman said. “He did 
so much by changing shots 
with his length defensively 
and getting the team going 
with his double-digit dunks.” 

Williams would have a few 
highlight reel flushes, in- 
cluding being on the receiv- 
ing end of multiple alley-oop 
dunks, bringing “lob-city” to 
Rambler Country. 


(#5) Dillon Sulak, 
Boyne City, junior 


Sulak was another key fac- 
tor for Boyne City, his ath- 
letic ability, overall 
quickness and long-range 
shooting made him a night- 
mare to defend. If opponents 


played him tight, he would 
blow by them and finish at 
the glass, and if given the 
slightest opening from be- 
yond the arch, he would 
launch and connect from 
deep. 

“Shu was our most im- 
proved player. He really 
stepped up and helped us 
win, especially when Eric 
(Carson) went down with an 
injury,” coach Redman 
noted. 

As the season progressed, 
you could often times count 
on Sulak to pick up his ag- 
gressiveness in the second 
half of any game, oftentimes 
taking over the third quarter 
singlehandedly and either 
bringing the Ramblers back 
from a deficit, or extending 
their lead. 

Dillon would finish the 
season with a 9.2 ppg aver- 
age, three rebounds, 1.5 
steals and 1.4 assists per 
game, while shooting 36 per- 
cent from long range and 68 
percent from the free throw 
line. 


(#12) Max Vondra, 
Boyne City, sophomore 


In just his second season 
on the Rambler varsity, the 
physically solid, never rat- 
tled multiple position sopho- 
more cracked the starting 
line-up and deservingly so. 

Vondra continues to have a 
gift for finding the open 
teammate, especially in tran- 
sition and is not afraid to let 
the ball fly from three point 
land, where he caught fire 
late in the season and in con- 
tinued throughout the tour- 
nament. 

“Max is our “Draymond 
Green” do it all guy,” coach 
Redman said. “Great passer, 
can shoot it, guard a bigger 
guy and rebounds well.” 

Max would score eight 
points per game for the Ram- 
blers, grab six boards per 
contest, average nearly three 
assists and 1.5 steals per out- 
ing. 

He was also credited ear- 
lier this season about his

National Championship 


SIOUX FALLS, SOUTH 
DAKOTA — Former Rayder 
and current Ferris State 
men’s basketball player, 
Zach Hankins played a big 
part for the Bulldogs over 
the past weekend as FSU 
edged Northern State 71-69 
to win the Division II Na- 
tional Championship. 

The contest was tight 
from the opening tip 
through the final horn, as 
the two teams went toe-to- 
toe with the Bulldogs lead- 
ing the Wolves 39-37 at the 
half. 

Once the second half got 
underway, it was pretty evi- 
dent that neither squad 
would outduel the other, 
playing to a 32-32 stalemate 
over the final 20 minutes of 
regulation with the Wolves 
missing a game-winning 
triple as time expired, giv- 
ing FSU their first D-II Na- 
tional title. 
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Hankins would finish 
with 19 points to lead Ferris 
State, while Carter Evans 
had 20 points for the 
Wolves. 

With the win, the Bull- 
dogs tied a D-II record with 
their 38th win of the sea- 
son, FSU is also the first 
school from Michigan to 
win a DII basketball title, 
including their final 26 
games of the season. 

The 6-foot-10 forward was 
named the National Associ- 
ation of Basketball Coaches 
Player of the Year, averag- 
ing a team-high 15.1 points, 
9.7 rebounds and 3.3 blocks 
per contest, while picking 
up 20 double-doubles.
